on Saturday, received a letter from 
the police chief of Cambridge. 
Rip 
closed were specimens of Muenter’s 
writing and a photograph of the miss­ 
ing tutor, as well as the description 
of him furnished the police after th* 
flight of the Harvard instructor. 
The Glen Cove Justice of the peace 
cpvered the lower half of Muenter’s 
photograph to conceal the full beard, 
and then derided 'that the upper half 
of the face was a good likeness of 
Holt. The writing of the Harvard man 
also closely resembled Holt's. 
Mr. Luyster wrote to the Cambridge 
police thief that there were so many 
points of resemblance that it would 
he well worth while to investigate 
the matter thoroughly. 
Holt was in a very weak condition, 
his injuries received during the strug 
g»le on Saturday at the Morgan hous# 
en

Island 
being more serious 
than had been suspected. In addition 
to the heating given the man and th# 
loss of blood he was weak from lack 
of nourishment. So low was he physi­ 
cally apd mentally that It was consid­ 
ered unwise to attempt a thorough 
Interrogation of the prisoner. As a 
measure of precaution against his at­ 
tempting suicide. Holt’s belt was tak 
en away from his by the Jailer.

An Attempt Wa* AI«o Made to Break

Paris, July 6.-—In a battle north of 
Arras, which taxed French tenacity 
to tho uttermost, German troops that 
sought to drive 
forward 
into 
the 
French line at two points have been 
repulsed with great losses. 
The great importance the Germans 
attach to their aggressive operations 
In this section was evidenced by the 
repeated 
attacks 
they 
made, 
one 
charge following 
another In furious 
fashion as the French cut down rank 
after rank of the kaiser’s infantry. 
Another great Teuton offensive has 
been directed against the French line 
along tile Moselle and Lorraine bor­ 
der 
battle 
front, where 
daily the 
French have become more and more 
of a menace to the German communi­ 
cations linking the kaiser’s forces in 
the field with the great German mili­ 
tary base at Metz. 
At the moet 
advanced portion of 
their line on this region the French 
guns have been able to reach 
the 
outer forts of Metz and to command 
several of the roads over which the 
Germah transports must travel. 
The greatest force of this new Ger­ 
man offensive on the Lorraine frontier 
was felt on a front of three miles, ex­ 
tending from the Moselle at Fey-en- 
Have, five miles west of Pont-a Mon ­ 
son, to the western edge of the forest 
of Le Pretre, due south of Metz. 
Despite the violence of the assault 
ail along the line, the Germans failed 
to bend the French line, except at one 
point, where they were able to re 
occupy their old lines on a front of 
about two-thirds of a mile.

this the French would not let them 
go. The enemy with great determlna 
tion sought to make further progress, 
hut the French -fire wa* too deadly to 
withstand. 
One portion of the German forces 
engaged in this battle met with dis 
aster in executing their part of the 
movement.

MOLECULES AND HEAT. 


W hy Hot W ater Dittsolvea Most Sub­ 
stance* Quicker Than Cold. 


Most housewives know that sugar 
w ill dissolve far mote quickly in hot 
water than in cold, but very few' know 
that s.'iIt will dissolve in cold water 
just as quickly as when the water is 
boiling. 
Iii this salt is somewhat of 
an exception, for most, substances dis­ 
solve much more easily when water is 
hot. 
The reason for this was a m ystery in 
the* middle ages, and it is only alure 
the modern knowledge of molecules 
thor it could lie explained. 
Heat is nothing more nor Jess than 
ail increase in the speed with which 
the molecules are revolving. 
This is 
easily seen in molasses. 
W hen very 
cold it w ill hardly flow at nil, when 
warmed it will pour slowly, but when 
boiling bot it w ill pour in a thin sirup 
almost as Ii pc! I as milk. 
In the same 
w ay bolling water Is more liquid than 
cold water. 
As dissolving a piece of sugar means 
th.at the sugar enters into the tiny 
spaces Iw tween the molecules of the 
water, the more quickly they are mov­ 
ing tile easier it is for the sugar to get 
it. 
For, it must be remembered, you 
can till a glass to a certain level, and 
nfier that put in two, thr*»e or even 
four lumps of sugar ami the glass will 
la* no fuller than before. 
Tile reason for this Is shown by 
merely thinking of the process on a 
large scale. Suppose a bowl were filled 
full of marbles. 
You could pour a lot 
of bird shot Into It without making (lie 
marbles* rise any higher In the t*owl. 
The shot would be filling In all the lit­ 
tle cracks I a* tween the marbles, aud lf 
you Htirr»*d the marbles slowly the 
shot would little by little find Its place. 
That Is like the sugar In cold water. 
But lf the marbles were ladng whirl­ 
ed around rapidly the shot would rap­ 
idly fill 
every place and 
tile bowl 
would lie full of shot. 
Yet the marbles 
would not tie any higher In the bowl. 
1'hen, after all that, you could pour 
w ater Into the howl and It would get 
Into the small sftaces 
tietween 
th"* 
round shot, and still the marbles would 
not la* any higher In the bowl. 
It is in this way that substances 
which have ta*ei» dissolved And their 
w ay Into the liquids Jato which they 
have been dissolved.

I was a reader tor a prominent mag­ 
azine. 
Perhaps I should explain to 
those who are not familiar with edi­ 
torial work that a reader is one who 
reads manuscripts of unknown au­ 
thors. 
A ma pp script \% brought In to 
the editor, who sits at a mahogany 
desk and listens with appareiMklntent- 
uess to a long account of the merits 
of the work submitted, smiles benign­ 
ly on the author and as soon as lie is 
gone tosses the manuscript to the read­ 
er without JI word. 
The magazine I was with being for 
women, most of the readers m ere wom­ 
en, I bein'? one of tbs women. 
At one time when the editor was 
III those who insisted on seeing th® 
editor were referred to me. 
One of 
those who left a manuscript with me 
was a man who seemed to me to be 
of such caliber that either he should 
be a successful writer or should not 
i»e a writer at all. 
But successful 
writers were not used to asking us to 
publish their works; we asked them to 
do us the honor to permit us to pul> 
Hah them. 
I was certainly Impressed 
with Mr. Horatio Beardsley—the name 
on the title page of bls story—and 
promised him that I would give his 
story a careful reading. 
I did most of my work at home and 
took Mr. Beardsley's story, called "A 
Fool For His Pains,” there to read It. 
But a great many manuscripts were 
crowding upon us at the time. and we 
were especially successful in getting 
recognized literary lights In the liter­ 
ary world to give us their works for 
publication. The consequence was that 
I omitted to rend “A Fool For His 
Pains” for some time. 
One day I looked in my closet for 
the manuscript, where I had l^ft it. 
and did not find It there. 
I asked my 
motlier what had become of It and 
learned that she had burned an accu­ 
mulation of pasteboard boxes recently. 
The manuscript was Iii a pnstet>onrd 
Ijox. and it was apparent to me that 
it bad gone up in smoke. 
I wits terror stricken. If through my 
carelessness a manuscript committed 
to my care were destroyed and there 
w as no other copy in existence I would 
not only stiffer ti terrible mortlflcjition. 
but would lose my position, on which 
I was de|>cndent for a living for both 
my mother a ml myself. 
When I went again to th*? office of 
the niSBazlw a letter from Horatio 
Beardsley men liended me, stating that 
he hail made arrangement* for the |>iil>- 
I hat ion of "A Fool For Ills Pains” 
aud asking them to return the maim 
script. 
I said nothing at tile office 
altoist Its destruction, for I had not 
sufficiently recovered from the shock 
to make up my mind what to do or say 
in the matter. 
I went home and tried to 
think out a way by which I might save 
myself from the lo*** of my position, 
though there wus ne possible way of 
escaping the mortification to which I 
would 1*» subject**]. 
What I decided u|»on wa# this; I 
wrote a note to Mr. Beardsley, con 
fessing that Ida manuscript had been 
burned nod asking him if he bad an 
other copy sud b e g g in g hJUn for the 
present to sn* tith in g about ihe mat­ 
ter. 
My note through! UUu. to s<^» me 
at my Inurns and it. was plain that he 
was much chagrined st the loss of his 
manuscript. 
I told him I could raise 
f50. which I knew was more than any 
author unknown to the public could 
get for a story of the same length n« 
the one he had submitted. 
He looked 
up at me with a curious expression 
when I said this, but made no reply. 
Ile left me. saying that lie would think 
over what was best to do, but In the 
meanwhile I need give myself no un 
easiness concerning It. 
Tills was very 
good of him. ami I felt very grateful. 
A few* days later I received a note 
from him Maying that he had decided 
to rewrite the lost story. 
Work he did 
over a second time was always latter 
than his Unit effort, 
lf I could spare 
the time to become his amanuensis for 
tile work lie would not only excuse me 
for the destruction of the original man­ 
uscript. but lf he received a higher 
price for the second draft than he hod 
ls*cn offered for the first he would 
dir bv the excess with me. 
I we* only too glad to escaj>e with 
this penalty nm! accepted the propo­ 
sition except as to auy pecuniary inter­ 
est In what he re liv e d for his story. 
I gave him a couple of hours every 
working day for a month, at the end 
of width time tile story was finished. 
Iii the colins* of another week I re­ 
l i v e d a note from the author contain­ 
ing a check for $230, which he sn bl 
was my share of the excess over what 
he had Is*en offered for the first draft 
of hts story. 
And what was my con­ 
sternation to see Iii his signature the 
name of one of the most gifted writ­ 
ers before fin* public. 
He hutl made a bet with a friend 
that lie would submit a story to our 
magazine limier an assumed mime and 
nothing would come of It. 
Hornet bing 
more than In* expected did come of It; j 
ills story was burned. 
Time showed 
why he treated me so nicely. It seems ' 
that he had taken Hie same fancy to 
me that I had taken to him. 
That is 
wily he wished me for his amanuensis. 
lit* desired to Im* with me. to become 
acquainted wit Ii me. and as it turned 
but he w as afforded an opt airt unity to 
make love to me. I hare lieeu his wife 
several years and lune not yet heard 
the last of the burning of ills produc­ 
tion. 
Indeed, I never ex|*e<-t to bear j 
file list of it 
What troubled me ut 
the time was flu* t could not tell a 
gifted writer from a common atrlbbler.
